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WORLD  SUGAR  TRADE 

UP  IN  1965  CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 

World  sugar  exports  during  calendar  year  I965  amounted  to  21.2  million  short  tons, 
raw  value,  compared  with  19«3  million  in  1964,  This  was  an  increase  of  10  percent 
from  the  level  of  1964  and  29  percent  from  the  1955-59  average.  The  larger  volume 
of  trade  for  I965  reflected  an  increased  demand  because  of  lower  prices.  Exports 
increased  for  North  America,  South  America,  Western  Europe  and  USSR.  They  wei^ 
somewhat  lower  for  Eastern  Europe,  Africa,  Asia,  and  Oceania. 

The  United  States  increased  its  inrports  by  260,000  tons  in  I965  and  remained  by 
far  the  largest  importer.  The  USSR  moved  ahead  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  take 
second  place.  These  three  markets  imported  8,782,000  tons,  which  was  42. 5  percent 
of  all  imports.  On  a  net  basis,  these  markets  imported  7*6  million  tons.  Other 
large  importers  included  Japan  and  Canada. 

There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  Communist  Bloc  exports  in  1965*  Cuba,  with  a 
much  increased  crop,  exported  5^^59*^19  million  tons,  which  was  1,256,158  tons 
higher  than  in  1964.  The  big  increase  was  to  the  USSR  to  fulfill  commitments 
under  a  trade  agreement.  About  439^000  tons  were  shipped  to  Mainland  China  under 
a  barter  agreement  for  I965  in  exchange  for  rice  and  manufactured  goods.  Cuban 
shipments  to  the  "free  world"  amoxmted  to  1,073,481  tons. 

Net  exports  of  sugar  from  Bloc  countries  totalled  4,890,000  tons  in  I965.  This 
compares  to  4,284,000  tons  in  1964.  As  cem  be  noted  above,  the  major  portion  of 
these  exports  were  from  Cuba.  Bloc  countries,  other  than  Cuba,  were  on  a  net 
import  basis.  Mainland  China  was  a  small  net  inrporter  in  I965,  whereas  in  1964, 
trade  was  on  a  small  net  export  basis. 

World  trade  in  I966  will  probably  be  about  the  same  as  for  I965.  Exports  from 
Cuba  will  be  down  considerably  because  of  a  short  crop.  The  Republic  of  South 
Africa,  however,  will  have  a  larger  crop  and  is  expected  to  have  larger  shipments. 
Imports  into  the  United  States  will  be  slightly  higher  as  quota  deficits  were 
declared  for  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands  and  reallocated  to  foreign 
co^mtries.
